in a cru el an d v io len t man n er. 
Mrs. Glidden states that her hu s­ 
ban d is an habitu al dru n kard an d has 
been du rin g mo st o f their married 
life. On the n ight o f Jan u ary 29, she 
say s he came ho me dru n k an d badly 
frighten ed her, with the resu lt that 
she fled fro m her heme an d sp en t the 
n ight with relativ es. 
The n ex t day 
he was still dru n k an d she wen t to 
the ho me o f her p aren ts with her two 
children . 
Thu rsday aftern o o n , Febru ady 2, 
he came to the ho me o f her father 
an d stru ck an d abu sed her. 
They 
hav e two children , o n e a bo y , Eu gen e, 
aged two y ears, an d a girl, Adeline, 
aged three mo n ths. 
Befo re leav ing 
her father’s ho u se Thu rsday after­ 
n o o n Glidden fo rcibly to o k po sses­ 
sio n o f the bo y and to o k him to the 
ho me o f liis mo ther, where he has 
since been kept and the mo ther has 
no t been able to see him. 
Glidden’s 
mo ther, acco rding to the co mplaint, 
can no t pro perly care fo r the bo y , 
who se health is p o o r, o wing to the 
fact that she has a daug hter afflicted 
with epilepsy , needing co nstant at­ 
tentio n. 
A y ear ag o July 4, last. Deputy 
Sheriff Yo st arrested Glidden o ut in 
the middle o f a big co m field. Glid­ 
den who was into x icated had a do zen 
bo ttles o f beer and a big rev o lv er. 
The o fficer to o k him to Shelby v ille in 
an auto mo bile and he underwent a 
co nrse o f treatment. 
He is a well 
behav ed and well meaning man when 
n o t drinking .

They wan dered 
abo u t o v er the p o sto ffice lo bby aim­ 
lessly at the same time they seemed 
to be stu dy in g 
the wall 
in ten tly . 
So me times it was n o t the wall bu t 
rather the map o r the calen dar, that 
they gazed at fix edly fo r sev eral min ­ 
u tes at a time. 
After they 
had 
rep eated tho se 
jcks sev eral times, they 
aro u sed 
e su sp icio n an d 
in ciden tally the 
cu rio sity o f the clerks who began to 
watch their 
fo reign 
frien ds mo re 
clo sely . 
On e day they fo u n d that,

The fin gern ails an d mu ch o f the skin 
is still in tact, so that it is readily 
reco gn izable as a member o f the hu ­ 
man bo dy .

with ease. 
The n ails are y ello w wifh age as is the 
skin .

JUAREZ EXPECTS TO 
BE ATTACKED TODAY 


The Town Said to Stand Abso­ 


lutely No Show. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb . 4.—The reb el 
army is several miles closer to Juarez 
and that city is still isolated from the 
rest of Mexico. 
It is now’ within 
striking distance and memb ers of the 
reb el junta In El Paso say the attack 
upon the towm is only b eing delayed 
until notice can b e served on the for­ 
eign consuls of the intention to attack, 
inasmuch as the reb els carry machine 
guns and some field pieces and will 
b omb ard the place if necessary. 
The Juarez garrison has not b een 
reinforced, and with less than 300 
armed men. it stands ab solutely no 
show’ against the 800 or 1,000 revolu­ 
tionists in the advancing column. An­ 
tonio Ponce De Leon, for twelve years 
chief of police of the b eleaguered city, 
resigned and came to El Paso with his 
family. 
Customs 
Collector 
Adeolfe 
Baret and Postmaster Eduardo Rodri 
guez have moved their families to El 
Paso and are spending their nights 
heye 
Several of the volunteer citizen 
guard of Juarez express deep dissati. 
faction over the removal of these offi­ 
cers in time of need, and as a result 
some say they will quit serving as 
guards. 
Enrique Calderon, chief of 
volunteers, also resigned. 
Colonel Tamb oura. commanding the 
Mexican federal troops, when told that 
the Washington authorities w’ere dis­ 
cussing the advisab ility of sending 
American soldiers to prevent the b om­ 
b ardment of Juarez, declared he did 
not need them, and that they would 
not b e welcome. Most of the places of 
b usiness and all gamb ling resorts in 
Juarez are closed and the mayor or­ 
dered all saloons closed. 
There is no 
attempt to prevent Americans visiting 
the Mexican city, and many auto par­ 
ties have gone down to the insurgent 
lines and talked with the advancing 
troops.

“ Hell Roaring Jake" Has Gome 


Out In the Open. 


Toledo, O., Feb . 4.—After a silence 
of ten years, since his enforced retire­ 
ment from the United States army. 
Gen. Jacob H. Smith, b etter known as 
“Hell Roaring Jake,” has come out in 
the open and tells some inside facts as 
to his orders when he was sent to the 
Samar islands to quell an outb reak of 
savages, scoring Colonel Aoosevelt in 
his 
remarks. 
The outb reak 
came 
when General Smith was elected presi­ 
dent of a men’s club of an Episcopal 
church at Portsmouth, and was caued 
on for a speech. General Smith said: 
“While I was still in the Philippines 
I received orders assigning me to the 
department of T^xas, b ut these were 
rescinded and I received orders to pro­ 
ceed at once to Samar to suppress an 
outb reak among the natives. 
If I 
would make pub lic the nature of those 
orders, your hair would stand on end. 
“When we got to Ballangiga, in Sa­ 
mar. we f:> md the wounded had b een 
m utilated and b urned. I gave instruc­ 
tions to my men to fight the savages 
to a finish b ut to my knowledge not 
a single woman or child was killed b y 
my soldiers during jmy campaign. 
We 
taught the ravages a lesson that they 
needed b adly. 
“When 1 came b ack to this country 
I was pictured as a monster, instead 
of coming home a hero, as I expected. 
I was retired two years b efore my time 
had expired b y that man Roosevelt, 
who afterw ard lauded his friend, Gen­ 
eral Wood, to the skies for a similar 
campaign in the Philippines, except 
that Wood did not spare anyb ody of 
either sex. 
“To my knowledge Theodore Roose­ 
velt has never hesitated in sacrificing 
a friend to further his own insane 
amb itions and desires for popularity.”

Ind., Feb. 4.—Gov ernor 
Marshall

ed law sqbstitu tes the township and 
city and township ou tside the city as 
the u nit of election in declaring the 
p eop le’s op tion on the su bject of the 
p resence of saloons in the territory 
affected instead of the cou nty , as in 
the law of 19 08 . The amended bill be­ 
came a law at once with the inscrip ­ 
tion of the g ov ernor’s sig natu re, the 
bill hav ing an emerg ency clau se at­ 
tached thereto. 
The bill introduced by Senator Proc­ 
tor, author of the local option bill, to 
regulate the operation of saloons, is 
still before the senate for amendments 
and considerable progress is being 
made toward completing the measure. 
An incidental feature of the* session 
yesterday was a visit from the assem­ 
bled Democratic editors of the state, 
who closed their midwinter session 
with a banquet at the Denison hotel 
last night. Both houses took a lecess 
upon the visit of the editors and fe­ 
licitous speeches were made, Presi- 
dnnt Clay W. Metsker of the editorial 
association responding for the visitors. 


Spe c ific Appropriations . 


In the hou se Rep resentativ e Cra­ 
v ens, chairman of the way s and means 
committee, introdu ced the reg u lar and 
sp ecific ap p rop riations bills, which the 
hou se committee and the senate com­ 
m ittee on financeTiomp leted this week. 
The reg u lar or maintenance ap p rop ria­ 
tions bill followed the recommenda­ 
tions of the leg islativ e v isiting com­ 
m ittee, with the ex cep tion of $35,000 
added to the m aintenance fu nd for In­ 
diana u niv ersity ; $300 a y ear in tin 
salary of the qu arterm aster g eneral, 
and $1,300 a y ear increase in the sal­ 
ary of the state fish and g ame commis­ 
sioner. 
The sp ecific ap p rop riations bill p ro­ 
v ided for a total ap p rop riation of $S21,- 
532.04, or ap p rox imately $100,000 more 
than was recommended by the leg isla­ 
tiv e v isiting committee. 
This su m is 
$7 1,532.9 4 more than the su m the g ov ­ 
ernor said in his messag e to the g en­ 
eral assembly shou ld be made the lim­ 
it of the total sp ecific ap p rop riations. 
Crav ens said the two committees had 
fig u red the sp ecific items as closely as 
p ossible, and that the committee be­ 
liev ed the statT wou ld be able to meet 
the total withou t seriou s difficu lty . 
The reg u lar ap p rop riations bill will 
be taken u p by the hou se, sitting as a 
committee 
of 
the 
whole, 
Tu esday 
morning at 10 o’clock. The considera­ 
tion of the sp ecific ap p rop riations bill 
will come later, at a time to be set.

Is said that the sp ecific ap p rop riations 
will not be considered by ^the hou se 
u ntil after the main bill has been dis­ 
p osed of. 


Hos pital Gift Ac c e pte d. 
By u nanimou s v ote of the hou se the 
senate bill to accep t for the state the 
p rop osed g ift by I)r. Robert W. Long 
and wife Nf this city , of real estate v al­ 
u ed at $200,000 for the p u rp ose of rais­ 
ing fu nds to bu ild a state hosp ital in 
connection with the Indiana u niv er­ 
sity school of medicine, was p assed.

W ashing ton, Feb. 4.—In a sp eech in 
the senate Senator Root of New* York 
declared that Senator William Lor- 
imer of Illinois shou ld be ex clu ded 
from his seat becau se of corru p tion by 
which his election was brou g ht abou t. 
Senator Root sp oke for more than two 
hou rs, and his sp eech made a p rofou nd 
imp ression on the senate. 
Following 
the conclu sion of Mr. Root’s sp eech, 
Senators Bailey , Rey bu rn and Pay nter 
defended the rep ort of the committee 
on p riv ileg es and election, of which 
they are members, and declared that 
the testimony before the committee 
showed that Senator Lorimer was en­ 
titled to his seat. 
Senator Bailey re­ 
p lied that if Mr. Lorimer was to be 
ex clu ded on accou nt of g eneral corru p ­ 
tion in Illinois p olitics, then his col­ 
leag u e, Senator Cullom, wou ld p roba­ 
bly be su bjected to the p rocess of elim­ 
ination, for it cou ld p robably be shown 
th at the leg islatu re which elected him 
was also corru p t. Mr. Bailey ’s rem ark 
was called ou t by an observ ation of 
Senator Hale that the testim ony in the 
Lorimer case showed a shocking con­ 
dition of corru p tion in the Illinois leg ­ 
islatu re. 


Dis agre e s W ith Com m itte e . 
Citing the resolu tion u nder which 
the inqu iry was directed, Mr. Root said 
that the committee had failed to find 
the testimony su fficient to ju stify the 
conclu sion that Mr. Lorim er’s seat had 
been rendered inv alid by the emp loy ­ 
ment of corru p t methods or p ractices. 
“It is fair to infer,” he said, “that 
the committee was of the op inion that 
corru p t methods and p ractices were 
resorted to. bu t that their leg al effect 
was not su ch as to inv alidate Mr. Lori­ 
m er’s election. This v iew is su stained 
by the testim ony before u s, and I re­ 
g ret to say that after an ex amination 
of this testimony I am constrained to 
disag ree w ith the members of the com­ 
m ittee.” 
Say ing that he had been forced to 
this conclu sion with deep reg ret, both 
on accou nt of his resp ect for the mem­ 
bers of the committee and ou t of re­ 
g ard for Mr. Lorimer. Senator Root 
said that he had 
been imp elled to 
reach an adv erse v iew* in the interest 
of the state of Illinois and of the cou n­ 
try at larg e. 
“I can not,” he said, most earnestly ,
